With defeat by the courts staring 
him in the face, it is said that Taylor is 
preparing to retire to the mountain 
astloesset of Laurel and establish a 
military government at London. Color 
to the statement is given by the fact 
that he has had Gatling guns, cannon, 
small arms, ammunition and clothing 
shipped from the State arsenal to that 
place where protected by the moun 
tain desperadoes and his partisan mili- 
tia, he hopes to do business and draw 
his salary, especially draw bis salary, 
till some act may necessitate Federal 
Interference, and a recognition of him 
In the president’s new doctrine of mil- 
itarism Taylor gets his cue and back- 
ed by assurances of bis legal advisers, 
who are making a monkey of him, be 
is prepared for any revolutionary act. 
The further plan is to show that it 
would be advisable to divide Kentucky 
and make a new State out of the H as- 
tern part, which would be ever and 
always reliably republican. They think 
such a step would meet with the appro- 
bation of the administration, because it 
would give It two more Senators and 
meet no serious objection on the part of 
democrats, whom they think will be 
glad to get rid of the troublesome sec- 
tion. The case of West Virginia being 
torn from the mother State and formed 
into a separate Commonwealth without 
her consent is cited as a precedent, but 
the scheme can not be carried into ef- 
fect as easilv as it can be arranged. 
Kentucky will never be divided except 
at the point of the bayonet and if Tay- 
lor attempts such revolutionary acts as 
are credited to him, he will soon find 
that the democrats, while patient and 
long suffering, will not stand every- j 
thing, but will send the whole miser- 
able crowd of dastards and bastards to 
the earth in short order.

Representative Lllley, of Esllll, and 
John Jones, one of bis constituents 
drew pistols on each otner while din- 
ing at the Board of Trade Hotel in 
Frankfort, but no gore was spilled.

Urge Sibley tents about a quarter of a 
Company K, (of which 
humble scribbler Is a member) is 
with headquarters, 
headquarters, 
sergeant major, quartermaster, hos- 
pttal, baod, chaplain, Ac. Our little 
camp is In a beautiful little bamboo 
grove just three miles out of Manila. 

The 1st and 3rd battalions are scat- 
tered all tbe way from Angeles to Ma- 
balacat, a distance of from 60 to 75 
miles North of here, k seems to be 
our fate to be “stuck up" here with 
headquarter* while the other boys see 
the country and spat with the enemy. 
We thought It was bad enough to be 
with regimental headquarters, but 
where do we go now but to brigade 
headquarters' at El Deposlto. So aalu. 
ting and guarding the high “mucka- 
mucks" Is our game, There It Dot a 
man In the company but what would 
far rather beat the front. El Deposlto, 
the headquarters of Oen. Hall, our 
brigade commander, Is a suburb of Ma- 
nila. 

The transport Grant Is due from 
'Frisco today with tbe 18th colored in- 
fantry, which will relieve us when we 
will go u> the above place where we 
wlH relieve a company of the 40th. 
When we came here from Malate Bar- 
racks we relieved a battalion of the 
43rd. While there is little excitement 
this near Manila yet we are bolding 
down one of the most prominent lines 
on the island. Manila Is In our bands. 

Our company has made some half a 
dozen or more reconoolasances. one be- 
ing made to San Francisco del Monte 
and another to Nlarequina, etc. We 
were called out one night about mid 
night and made a reconnolssance about 
half a mile beyond our tartherest out- 
posts. They were firing at what they 
say were men who thev took for tbe 
enemy aDd who refused to halt at their 
command, but 1 rather think they were 
only apparitions caused by a diseased 
imagination. A sentry can see any- 
thing on outpost In these jungles. It 
lakes so many outposts that the men go 
on guard every other day. 

1 don’t do any guard duty now of any J 
kind, fatigue or morning drill. I am : 
regimental mall carrier. I threw up 1 
tbe company clerkship the day before I 
would have gotten my warrant to “tote" 
the mall. The clerkship Is too binding 
forme. I go down, to Manila every day ! 
with tbe mail on a “bull cart," as they j 
are called. These carts are pulled by | 
the native water buffalo or caribou. I 
have a Chinese driver. Headquarters 
has about 30 of these Chinamen and 
bull carts. The Chinese population Is 
the most trust-worthy on the Island 1 
and these caribous are used to better 
advantage than the “army mule" io 1 
transporting ordinance and commissary 
supplies to the boys at the front. It is 
quite a comical sight to see me and my , 
mall bags, on ot these fiat dump carts 
slltlog up by tbe side of a Chinese 
cooly and drawn by a buffalo. It Is said 
that occasions are so rare when one of 
these beasts is known to “shake up" a 
little trot that it is almost time for a 
jubilee. 

Manila is the coming city of tbe 
Orient. She still has her old Spanish,
